' yd. (Amended) A memory system connectable to a host processor to enable 

the exchange of data therebetween, said memory system comprising: 

an array of non-volatile floating gate memory cells partitioned into a plurality ofblocks 

of cells that individually store a given amount of user data and overhead data, wherein the memory 

cells are individually programmable into one of more than two distinct threshold level ranges 

corresponding to more than one bit of data per cell, and 

a controller connected to the array and removably connectable to the host through an 

electrical connector, said controller including: 

an address generator that is responsive to receipt of a mass memory storage 
block address from the host to address a corresponding at least one of the plurality 
of memory blocks, and 

a data transfer control that responds to an instruction from the host to perform 
a designated one of reading user data from, or writing user data to, said at least one 
addressed block, including a data writing circuit that generates at least some of the 
overhead data associated with at least one of at least one addressed block or user data 
being written therein, and a data reading circuit that reads the overhead data from said 
at least one addressed block, wherein the data writing circuit programs the individual 
memory cells into said one of more than two distinct threshold level ranges and the 
data reading circuit reads one of more than two distinct threshold level ranges from 
the individual memory cells .
